Constitution  and  Government 


CHAPTER  II 

The  Municipal  Authorities 

3.  The  following  shall  be  the  municipal  authorities  for  the  purposes 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  namely; — 

(a)  the  Corporation, 

(b)  the  Mayor-in-Counci  l,  and 

(c)  the  Mayor. 

4.  ( L)  With  effect  from  such  dale  as  the  Slate  Government  may,  by 
notification,  appoint,  there  shall  be  a Corporation  charged  with  the

(c)  the  Controller  or  Municipal  Finances  and  Accounts, 

(d)  the  Chief  Municipal  Auditor, 

(e)  the  Municipal  Engincer-in-Chief,

Municipal  Engineers  as  the  Mayor-in-Council  may,  from 
lime  to  Lime,  determine,

A.  Powers  and  functions  of  the  Corporation 

28.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  rules  and  the 
regulations  made  thereunder,  the  municipal  government  of  '[Kolkata] 
shall  vest  in  the  Corporation.

(5)  “trunk  main”  means  a main  constructed  for  the  purpose  of 
conveying  water  from  a source  of  supply  to  a filter  or  reservoir 
or  from  one  filter  or  reservoir  to  another  filter  or  reservoir,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  conveying  water  in  bulk,  from  one  pan  of 
the  limits  of  supply  to  another  part  of  those  limits,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  or  taking  a supply  of  water  in  bulk; 

(6)  “water  fitLi ngs"  incl udes  pipes  (other  than  mains),  laps,  cocks, 
valves,  ferrules,  meters,  cisterns,  baths  and  other  similar 
apparatus  used  in  connection  with  the  supply  and  use  of  water.

CHAPTER  XXII 

Buildings 
A.  Procedure

(l)  special  requirements  of  occupancies  for  residential  building, 
educational  building,  institutional  building,  assembly 
building,  business  building,  mercantile  building,  industrial 
building,  storage  building  and  hazardous  building  (including 
those  for  assembly,  movement,  parking,  loading,  unloading, 
public  conveniences,  water-supply  and  vendors ' plazas), 

(m)  structural  design, 

(n)  quality  of  materials  and  workmanship, 

(o)  alternative  materials,  methods  of  design,  and  construction 
and  tests, 

(p)  building  services  including  electric  supply,  aircondiiiomng 
or  healing  and  telephones  and  telex, 

(q)  plumbing  services, 

(r)  signs  and  outdoor  display  structures,  and 

(s)  any  features  to  be  included  in  building  plans  under  Chapter 
XVII  or  Chapter  XVIII  or  Chapter  XIX  or  Chapter  XX  of

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Chapter  XXII. — Buildings, — B.  General  Powers, — Sections  405t  406,) 

405-  (I)  Notwithstanding  Lhe  provisions  of  this  Acl  or  ihe  rules  and 

the  regulations  made  thereunder  or  of  any  other  law  in  force  for  the  time 
being,  the  Municipal  Commissioner  may,  in  the  case  of  any  building

or  fence  shall  be  constructed  or  recons  true  led  of  cloth,  grass  leaves,  mats

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CHAPTER  XXV

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472*  The  Municipal  Commissioner  may  at  any  Lime*  by  day  or  by  night 
and  without  notice  or  after  giving  such  notice  of  his  intention  as  shall,  in 
the  circumstances,  appear  lo  him  Vo  be  reasonable,  inspect  any  place  in 
which  any  dangerous  disease  is  '[reported]  or  suspected  to  exist*  and  lake 
such  measures  as  he  may  think  fit  to  prevem  the  spread  of  such  disease 
beyond  such  place,  and  shall  forthwith  submit  a reporL  Lo  the  Stale 
Government. 
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473,  (L)  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal  Commissioner,  any  person 

is  suffering  from  a dangerous  disease  and  is  without  proper  lodging  or 
accommodation  or  is  lodged  in  such  manner  ihat  he  cannot  be  effectually 
isolated  to  prevem  the  spread  of  any  infection,  and  the  Municipal 
Commissioner  considers  that  such  person  should  be  removed  to  a hospital 
or  to  a place  at  which  patients  suffering  from  such  disease  are  received 
for  medical  treatment,  he  may  direct  or  cause  the  removal  of  such  person 
to  such  hospital  or  place: 


Provided  that  any  cost  incurred  for  such  removal  or  for  treatment  of 
such  person  shall  be  bome  by  the  Corporaiion: 

Provided  further  that  if  such  person  is  a female,  she  shall  not  be 
removed  lo  such  hospital  or  place  if  there  is  no  accommodation  there  for 
females. 


(2)  Every  direction  under  sub-section  ( l ) shall  be  obeyed  by  the  person 
to  whom  such  direction  is  given. 
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474.  (1)  If  the  Municipal  Commissioner  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 

cleansing  or  disinfection  of  any  building  or  any  part  thereof  or  of  any 
arlicles  in  such  building  or  part  thereof,  which  are  likely  to  retain  infection, 
or  the  renewal  of  flooring  of  any  building  or  pari  (hereof  or  the  renewal  of 
plastering  of  the  walls  thereof  or  the  disinfection  of  any  tank,  pool  or  well 
adjacent  lo  a building  would  lend  to  prevent  or  check  (he  spread  of  any 
dangerous  disease*  he  may  by  notice  require  the  owner  or  occupier  to 
cleanse  and  disinfccL  such  building  or  part  thereof  or  article  or  lank,  pool 
or  well  or  lo  renew  such  flooring  and,  if  necessary,  such  plastering  also 
within  such  time  as  may  be  specified  In  the  notice. 


(2)  The  Municipal  Commissioner  may,  iT  he  thinks  fit,  cause  such 
cleansing  or  disinfection  Lo  be  done  by  employees  of  the  Corporation  and 
may  require  the  occupier  of  such  building  or  part  thereof  to  vacate  the 
same  for  such  time  as  he  may  specify  in  a written  notice.

(a)  In  the  case  of  any  building  or  any  part  thereof  or  any  arLicle 
contained  therein,  by  the  occupier  of  such  building  or  pan 
thereof,  and 

(b)  in  the  case  of  any  Lank,  pool  or  welt  adjacent  to  a building, 
by  the  person  in  actual  possession  of  such  tank,  pool  or  well 
or,  if  there  is  no  such  person,  by  the  owner  of  such  tank,  pool 
or  well:

(2)  Where  any  person  suffering  from  or  Lhc  corpse  of  any  person 
who  has  died  of  a dangerous  disease  has  been  carried  in  public  conveyance 
which  ordinarily  plies  in  '[Kolkata]  or  any  part  thereof  the  driverihcreof 
shall  forth wi ill  report  the  fact  to  the  Municipal  Commissioner  who  shall 
forthwith  cause  the  conveyance  to  be  disinfected  if  that  has  not  already 
been  done.

486.  (1)  No  person  shall,  without  previous  disinfection  of  the  same, 
give,  lend,  sell,  transmit  or  otherwise  dispose  of  to  another  person  any 
article  or  thing  which  he  knows  or  has  reason  to  believe  has  hecn  exposed 
to  contamination  by  any  dangerous  disease. 

(2)  Nothing  in  sub-section  ( J ) shall  apply  to  a person  who  transmits, 
wiLh  proper  precautions,  any  such  article  for  the  purpose  of  having  the 
same  disinfected  or  medically  examined. 

487.  (1)  No  person  shall  send  or  lake  to  any  washerman  or  to  any 
laundry  or  to  any  place  set  apart  for  the  exercise  by  washermen  of  their 
calling  for  the  purpose  of  being  washed  or  to  any  place  for  the  purpose  of 
being  cleansed  any  doth  or  other  article  which  he  knows  to  have  been 
exposed  to  inrccLion  from  a dangerous  disease  unless  such  cloth  or 
article  lias  been  disinfected  by  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Municipal 
Commissioner. 

(2)  The  occupier  or  any  building  in  which  a person  is  suffering  from 
a dangerous  disease  shall,  if  required  by  the  Municipal  Commissioner,

(b)  having  the  care  of  a person  whom  he  knows  to  be  suffering 
from  a dangerous  disease,  cause  or  permit  such  person  to 
expose  other  persons  to  the  risk  of  infection  by  his  presence 
or  conduct  ill  any  street  or  place  as  aforesaid; 
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(c)  place  or  cause  Lo  be  placed  in  a dustbin  or  other  receptacle 
for  the  deposit  of  rubbish,  any  mailer  which  he  knows  Lo 
have  been  exposed  Lo  infection  from  a dangerous  disease 
and  which  has  noi  been  disinfected  properly; 

(d)  throw  or  cause  to  be  thrown  inio  any  latrine  or  urinal  any 
matter  which  he  knows  lo  have  been  exposed  lo  infection 
from  a dangerous  disease  and  which  has  not  been  disinfected 
properly. 

CHAPTER  XXX 

Environmental  Sanitation  and  Public  Safety 
A.  Duties  and  General  Powers 

490.  Save  ns  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act,  the  Corporation  shall  take 
adequate  measures  for  each  of  the  following  matters: — 

(a)  inspection,  supervision,  regulation  and  control  of  premises 
lo  ensure  proper  environmental  sanitation; 

(b)  regulation  of  public  bathing  and  washing; 

(c)  provision  and  maintenance  of  public  conveniences; 

(d)  licensing  of  animals  and  control  of  stray  animals; 

(e)  licensing  of  butchers  and  slaughter-houses;  and 

(0  control  of  nuisances. 

491.  Subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  made  in  this  behalf,  the 
Municipal  Commissioner  may  cause  any  building  or  other  premises  to  be 
inspected  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sanitary  condition  thereof. 

492.  If  the  Municipal  Commissioner  considers  necessary  for  sanitary 
reasons  so  lo  do,  he  may,  by  written  notice,  require  the  owner  or  occupier 
of  any  building,  inspected  under  section  491,  to  cause  the  same  or  some 
portion  thereof  to  be  lime-washed  orolherwisc  cleansed,  either  externally 
or  internally  or  both  externally  and  internally. 
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493.  If  the  Municipal  Commissioner  is  or  the  opinion  that  any  hut  or 
shed  used  either  as  a dwelling  or  as  a siablc  or  for  any  other  purpose  is 
likely,  by  reason  of  its  being  built  without  a plinth  or  upon ’a  plinth  of 
insufficient  height  or  without  proper  means  of  drainage  or  ventilation  or 
on  account  of  Lhe  impracticability  of  scavenging  or  owing  to  the  manner 
in  which  it  and  other  huts  or  sheds  are  crowded  together,  to  cause  risk  of 
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disease  lo  lhc  inmates  thereof  or  to  die  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood 
or  is  Tor  any  reason  likely  lo  endanger  ilie  community  health  or  safeLy,  he 
may,  by  written  notice  which  shall  be  affixed  to  some  conspicuous  pari  of 
such  hut  or  shed,  require  the  owner  or  occupier  thereof  or  the  owner  of 
the  land  on  which  such  hut  or  shed  stands  to  remove  or  alier  such  hut  or 
shed  or  to  take  such  order  for  the  improvement  thereof  as  the  Municipal 
Commissioner  deems  necessary. 

494.  Jf  any  land  or  building,  by  reason  of  ils  being  abandoned  or 
unoccupied,  becomes  a resort  of  disorderly  persons  or  is  in  n filthy  or 
unwholesome  slate  or,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Municipal  Commissioner, 
has  become  a nuisance,  the  Municipal  Commissioner,  after  due  enquiry', 
may  give  written  noliee  to  the  owner  or  lo  any  person  who  is  known  or 
believed  Lo  claim  lo  be  Lhc  owner  and  shall  affix  a copy  of  such  nolice  on 
ihe  door  of  the  building  or  on  some  other  conspicuous  part  of  the  land,  as 
ihecase  may  be,  requiring  such  owner  or  person  to  secure,  enclose,  cleanse 
or  clear  or  otherwise  abate  the  nuisance. 

495.  (1)  If,  for  any  reason,  it  appears  to  the  Municipal  Commissioner 
dial  any  building  or  any  room  in  a building  intended  for  or  used  as  a 
dwelling  is  unfit  for  human  habitation,  he  shall  give  lo  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  such  building  noliee  in  writing  staling  such  reason  and 
signifying  his  inicnLion  to  prohibit  further  use  of  ihe  building  or  the  room, 
as  lhc  case  may  be,  as  a dwelling  and  shall  by  such  notice  call  upon  the 
owner  or  occupier  as  aforesaid  to  state  in  writing  any  objection  thereto 
within  thirty  days  after  Ihe  receipt  or  such  notice,  and  if  no  objection  is 
raised  by  such  owner  or  occupier  within  such  period  as  aforesaid  or  if  any 
objection  raised  by  such  owner  or  occupier  within  such  period  appears  to 
the  Municipal  Commissioner  invalid  or  insufficient,  he  may,  with  the 
previous  approval  of  Lhc  Mayor-in-Counci I and  by  an  order  In  writing, 
prohibit  further  use  of  such  building  or  room  as  a dwelling: 

Provided  that,  before  such  approval  is  given,  the  owner  or  occupier 
as  aforesaid  shall  have  the  riglu  of  appearing  before  the  Mayor  in  person 
or  by  agent  and  of  showing  cause  why  such  approval  should  not  given. 

(2)  When  any  such  prohibition  as  aforesaid  has  been  made,  the 
Municipal  Commissioner  shall  cause  notice  of  such  prohibition  to  be 
affixed  lo  and  the  letters  "U.H.H (being  the  abbreviation  of  Lhc  whole 
words  “Unfit  for  Human  Habitation”)  to  be  painted  on  the  door  or  on 
some  conspicuous  part  of  such  building  or  mom,  as  the  ease  may  be,  and 
no  owner  or  occupier  of  such  building  or  room  shall  use  or  suffer  the 
same  to  be  used  for  human  habitation  until  the  Municipal  Commissioner 
certifies  in  writing  that  the  building  or  room,  as  the  case  may  be,  has  been 
rendered  fit  for  human  habitation. 
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(3)  The  Municipal  Commissioner  shall,  in  each  such  case,  give  written 
insi  ructions  to  the  owner  or  occupier  as  to  what  modifications  or  alterations 
arc  required  to  be  made  for  rendering  such  building  or  room  fit  for  human 
habitation. 

(4)  The  Municipal  Commissioner  may  cause  any  person  who  uses 
any  building  or  room  in  contravention  of  sub-section  (2)  to  be  removed 
from  such  building  or  room  by  any  police  officer. 

(5)  Where  the  Municipal  Commissioner  has  prohibited  the  further 
use  of  a building  or  room  as  ihe  case  may  be,  as  a dwelling,  Hie  owner  of 
such  building  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  nuisance,  keep 
the  building  or  room  clean  and  wholesome.

(2)  No  person  shall  keep  or  permiL  lo  be  kept  or  maintained  within 
any  premises  or  land  any  collection  of  stagnant  or  flowing  water  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Municipal  Commissioner  is,  or  is  likely  lo  become,  a 
breeding  place  for  mosquitoes,  unless  such  collection  of  water  is  treated 
in  such  manner  as  may  effectively  prevent  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes.

519*  No  person  shall  use  or  permit  Lobe  used  any  land  or  premises  for 
keeping  horses,  cat  Lie  or  oiher  quadruped  animals  or  birds  for 
transportation,  sale  or  hire  or  for  sale  of  the  produce  thereof  without  or 
otherwise  Lhan  in  conformity  with  the  Lerms  of  a licence  granted  by  Lite 
Municipal  Commissioner  on  payment  of  such  fees  as  may  be  determined 
by  Lhe  Corporation  by  regulations:

(2)  The  proceeds  of  sale  of  any  animal  or  bird  by  auchon  under  sub- 
section (1)  shall  be  applied  in  meeting  the  expenses  incurred  on  account 
of  seizure,  impounding  or  removal,  and  maintenance  of  such  animal  or 
bird  and  of  holding  such  sale;  and  lhe  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  held  in 
deposit  by  the  Municipal  Commissioner  and  shall,  if  not  claimed  by  lhe 
owner  of  such  animal  or  bird  within  a period  of  ninety  days  from  the  daLc 
of  sale,  be  credited  to  the  Municipal  Fund.

Improvement 

524.  (1)  Where  it  appears  to  the  Municipal  Commissioner  that  any 
block  of  buildings  is  in  an  unhealthy  condition  by  reason  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  buildings  are  crowded  together  or  the  narrowness,  closeness, 
or  faulty  arrangement  of  streets  or  the  want  of  proper  drainage  and 
ventilation  or  the  impracticability  of  cleansing  the  buildings  or  any  other 
similar  cause,  he  shall  cause  the  block  to  be  inspected  by  the  Chief 
Municipal  Health  Officer  and  the  Municipal  Engineer-in-Chief  who  shall 
make  a report  in  writing  to  him  regarding  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
block. 

(2)  If,  upon  receipt  of  such  report,  the  Municipal  Commissioner 
considers  that  the  sanilary  condition  of  the  block  is  likely  to  cause  risk  of 
disease  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  buildings  or  the  neighbourhood  or 
otherwise  endanger  the  Community  health,  he  shall  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor-imCouncil,  select  the  buildings  which  in  his  opinion  should 
wholly  or  in  part  be  removed  in  order  to  abate  Lhc  unhealthy  condition  of 
the  block,  and  may  thereupon  by  notice  in  writing  require  the  owners  of 
such  buildings  to  remove  them  within  such  period  as  may  be  specified  in 
Lhc  notice: 

Pro  v i d ed  th  at  be  fore  i s s U i ng  Lhc  notice  a re  as  onab  1 e oppo  rtun  i ly  s h ou  l d 
be  afforded  to  the  owner  to  show  cause  why  the  buildings  should  not  be 
removed: 

Provided  further  that  the  Municipal  Commissioner  shall  make 
compensation  to  the  owner  for  any  building  so  removed  which  may  have 
been  erected  under  proper  authority. 

(3)  If  a notice  under  sub-section  (2)  requiring  any  owner  of  a building 
to  remove  it  is  not  complied  with,  then,  after  the  expiration  of  the  time 
speified  in  the  notice,  the  Municipal  Commissioner  may  himself  remove 
the  building  required  to  be  removed  by  the  notice  and  recover  from  the 
owner  of  the  building  the  expenses  of  such  removal  as  an  arrear  of  tax 
under  this  Act. 

525,  (1)  Where  the  Municipal  Commissioner  upon  information  in  his 
possession  is  satisfied  that  any  building  is  in  any  respecl  unfit  for  human

(iii)  sell  or  grant  a lease  in  perpetuity  of  any  immovable 
property  be  longi  ng  to  the  Corporation  the  value  of  wh  ich 
does  not  exceed  fifty  thousand  rupees  or  the  annual 
rent  of  which  docs  not  exceed  three  thousand  rupees; 

(c)  in  cases  nut  covered  by  clause  (a)  or  clause  ( b),  i he  Municipal 
Commissioner  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Corporation, 
lease,  sell,  let  out  on  hire  or  otherwise  transfer  any  property, 
movable  or  immovably  belonging  to  Lhe  Corporation; 

(d)  the  consideration  for  which  any  immovable  properly  may 
be  sold,  leased  or  otherwise  transferred  shall  not  be  less  than 
the  value  at  which  such  immovable  property  could  be  sold, 
leased  or  otherwise  transferred  in  normal  and  fair  competition;

(4)  The  statement  under  sub-section  (2)  shall  be  included  as  an  appendix 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Corporation  prepared  under  section  41. 

CHAPTER  XXXIV 
Commercial  Projects

(d)  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  Lo  whom  it  is  granted; 
and 

(e)  the  fee,  if  any,  paid  for  the  licence  or  wrilLen  permission. 

(2)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Act  or  the  rules  or  the 
regulations  made  thereunder,  for  every  such  licence  or  written  permission 
a fee  may  be  charged  al  such  rate  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the 
Municipal  Commissioner  with  the  sanction  of  IheMayor-in-Council,  and 
such  fee  shall  be  payable  by  the  person  to  whom  the  licence  or  the  written 
permission  is  granLed.

if  the  grantee  has  been  convicted  for  the  contravention  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  or  the  rules  or  the  regulations  made  thereunder 
relating  lo  any  matter  for  which  the  licence  or  permission  was  granted: 

Provided  that — 

(a)  before  making  any  order  of  suspension  or  revocation, 
reasonable  opportunity  shall  be  accorded  Lo  the  grantee  of 
the  licence  or  the  written  permission  to  show  cause  why  it 
should  not  be  suspended  or  revoked; 
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(b)  every  such  order  shall  contain  a brief  statement  of  the  reasons 
For  ihc  suspension  or  the  revocation  of  the  licence  or  the 
written  permission. 

(4)  When  any  such  licence  or  written  permission  is  suspended  or 
revoked,  or  when  the  period  for  which  the  same  was  granted  has  expired, 
the  grantee  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  orlhe  rules  or  the  regulations 
made  thereunder,  be  deemed  Lo  be  without  a licence  or  written  permission 
until  such  Lime  as  the  order  suspending  or  revoking  ihc  licence  or  the 
written  permission  is  rescinded  or  until  the  licence  or  the  written 
permission  is  renewed. 

(5)  Every  grantee  of  any  licence  or  written  permission  granted  under 
this  Act  shall,  at  all  reasonable  Limes  while  such  licence  or  written 
permission  remains  in  force,  if  so  required  by  the  Municipal  Commissioner 
or  by  the  other  officer  by  whom  it  was  granted,  produce  such  licence  or 
written  permission.

(e)  generally  for  the  purpose  of  efficient  discharge  of  the

(ii)  if  such  person  cannot  be  found  is  affixed  on  some 
conspicuous  part  ofhis  Iasi  known  place  of  residence  or 
business,  if  within  l[KolkalaJt  or  is  given  or  tendered  to 
some  adult  member  of  his  family  or  is  affixed  on  some 
conspicuous  part  of  the  land  or  building,  if  any,  to  which 
ii  relates,  or 

(iii)  is  sent  by  registered  post  to  such  person. 

(2)  Any  document  required  or  authorised  to  be  served  on  the  owner 
or  the  occupier  of  any  land  or  building  may  be  addressed  to  "the  owner' 
or  “the  occupier'1,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  such  land  or  building  (naming 
such  land  or  building)  without  further  name  or  description,  and  shall  be 
deemed  lo  be  duly  served, — 

(a)  if  the  document  so  addressed  is  sent  or  delivered  in  accordance 
with  clause  (d)  of  sub-scciion  (1);  or 

(b)  if  the  document  or  a copy  thereof  so  addressed,  is  delivered 
to  some  person  on  the  land  or  the  building  or,  where  there  is 
no  such  person  to  whom  it  can  be  delivered,  is  affixed  to 
some  conspicuous  part  of  such  land  or  building.

(7)  A servant  is  not  a member  of  the  family  within  the  meaning  of 
this  section.

(2)  If  any  such  requisition  or  orderor  any  portion  thereof  is  not  complied 
with  within  the  period  specified  under  sub-section  (l),  the  Municipal 
Commissioner  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  559  and  such 
regulations  as  may  be  made  by  the  Corporation  in  this  behalf,  take  such 
measures  or  cause  such  work  lo  be  executed  or  such  thing  lo  be  done  as 
may,  in  his  opinion,  be  necessary  for  causing  due  compliance  with  .such 
requisition  or  order;  and,  except  where  otherwise  expressly  provided  in 
this  Act  or  the  rules  or  the  regulations  made  thereunder,  the  expenses,  if 
any,  incurred  by  such  authority  or  officer  in  causing  such  compliance  shall 
be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  such  notice  is  issued.

Wheriias  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Calcutta  Municipal  Corporation 
Act,  1980,  for  Lhe  purposes  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter  appearing; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Fifty-first  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India, 
by  the  Legislature  of  West  Bengal,  as  follows: — 

1.  (i)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Calcutta  Municipal  Corporation
